NAVAL DEPOT AT BRUNSWICK, GEORGIA.
The Senate of the United States has passed

i

appropriating $200,000 for the construc- -
of a Naval Depot at Bras wick, Ga. Bruns-

wick is one of the best, if not the very best, har-
bor on the Soothers coast, and it is most re-

markable that a Naval Depot has not before
this bees constructed either here or at one of
the other excellent harbors South of Norfolk
on the Atlantic coast. During the winter sea-

son the Northern harbors are frequently blocked
up by ice, sot admitting the passage of a war
vessel. The States of South Carolina, Geor-

gia and Florida abound with the finest of tim-

ber for naval construction, contiguous to either
of the three harbors of Beaufort, North Car-

olina, Pert Royal, South Carolina, and Bruns-
wick, Ga., all of which heve ample depth and
capacity for vessels of war.

Economy then, as well as other interests,
would seem to demand that a first class Naval
Depot 8hM be established at one of these
points. The timber for constructing vessels is
very often shipped from Savannah to the North,
thusdndlcating an unwarrantable partiality by

,?ilfe iGovernment for concentrating power and
patronage in the Northern States, when inter-
est and policy would clearly indicate a distri-
bution of its favors.

There was some contest in the Senate be-

tween Senator Butler, of South Carolina, and
Senator Ivemon, of Georgia, relative to the
superiority of the harbors of Port Royal and
Brunswick, Senator B. contending that the for-

mer has a greater depth in its passes. The
Senate, iowever, thought proper to grant the
appropriation to Brunswick, and we doubt not
on good grounds. We have heard it predicted
by one of the most sagacious capitalists in the
United States, that Brunswick will, before
many years, be the chief commercial city of
the Southeastern States.

Congressional Proceeding!.
Washington, February 11 Senate The

Senate met at 12 m., and immediately repaired
to the Hall of the House to take part in open
ing ami counting the votes for President and
Vice President of the United States in pursu
ance of the resolution adopted some days since

The Senate having returned from the House
it proceeded to the consideration relative to
the Wisconsin electoral vote, it having been
cast on the wrong day by law, and the question
had occasioned difficulty in the House.

Speeches were made as to the proper course
of proceeding and the effect of similar cases in
future elections. While it was contended on
one hand the vote of Wisconsin could not affect
the result, it was urged on the other that the
question should be definitely decided.

Without taking the question the Senate ad'
journed.

Mouse Air. tfarnour moved toe reconsmera
tion of the vote by which the Submarine Tele
graph Bill was referred to the Committee on
Post Office Affairs.

Mr. Washbume, of Maine, under instructions
of the Committee on Elections, made a report
concluding with a resolution tnat J. v. Whit
field is not entitled to a seat in this House
from Kansas, and moved further consideration
of the subject be postponed till next Saturday.

Mr. Oliver, of Missouri, moved to lay the
resolution on the table, and made a minority re
port, and asked leave to have read the memorial
of Whitfield in the response to the report of
the maioritv of the Committee.

The further proceeidngs were interrupted by
the arrival of tne hour of twelve tne time
fixed for the opening and counting of the votes
of the electors of the several ht-te- s for iresi
dent and Vice-Preside- nt of the United States.

The Senators, accompanied bv the officers of
that body, entered the chamber, the members
receiving them standing. The President of the
Senate took his seat at the right of the Speak
er. Mr. Bigler, on the part of the Senate, and
Messrs. Jones, of leun.,and Howard, or Alien
on the part of the House, appeared as tellers;
occupied the clerk's desk, ihe .President an
nounced the object of the meeting, it being pur
suant to law and in obedience to the concur
rent order of the two Houses. The President
first opened the vote of the State of Maine
which was read by the tellers, and the other
States followed in rotation.

The President announced the result of the
couat and declared Buchanan and Breckinridg
elected the President and Vice President of the
United States.

A question was raised as to counting the vote
of Wisconsin, the electors having met on the
4th instead of the 3d December.

The President said the functions of the two
Houses was now discharged in this matter.

This deciision was earnestly dissented from
br both Senators and Representatives.

Mr. Crittenden said the decision involved the
privilege of determining elections in the present
Mates.

The President replied that he had neither
aBSutnmad nor exercised such power, but had
merely performed the duty as required by the
Constitution.

Much confusion followed, and various pro
positions were ottered to relieve the two liou
ses of their difficulties, but the President said
no vote could be taken in convention.

Mr. Stuart moved that the Senate return to
their chamber, and this questions was determin
ed in the affirmative.

The House continued the subject in an ani
mated manner till it adjourned, coming to no
conclusion.

Great Conflagration Twelve Thousand Bales
Cotton Burned.

LOSS OVEE HALF A MILLION OP DOLLARS!

The Mobile Advertiser, of the 10th instant,
states:

Yesterday afternoon, at abouthalf past three
o'clock the bell sounded tbe alarm of fire, and
shortly smoke and flame were found to proceed
from the Montgomery warehouse, which was
closely packed with cotton, and, fanned by
a sharp north wind, the fire spread with very
reat rapidity, defyirg an the enorta oi our
remen to arrest it. Nor did it pause with the

destruction of this warehouse and its precious
contents, the Hunt warehouse, next south, soon
felt is power, and like its predecessor, was
wrapped in flames ; and then the Planters'
warehouse fell a victim to the raging element,
which paused not in the work of destruction
until the entire square, with its nearly one
million of property, was consumed. The great-
est attention and constant eii'ort were required
to stay the fire even here, and more than once
warehouses on the northwest and south, though
separated from tbe burning square by streets,
were caught or serionsly threatened.

t his is the most serious disaster of the sort
that has fallen upon oar city for years, and it
will be seriotoly felt, not only here but in the
interior, though the cotton destroyed was doubt-

less, chiefly Insured. The spectacle, though
brilliant and imposing, was anything but in
spiring, and the progress of the devouring ele-

ment was observed with universal sorrow the
more lint the efforts to arrest it were sofurtile
of results.

The auantitv of cotton consume J is variously
estimated, but from the most reliable data we
can obtain, we believe the following is a fair
statement :

Montgomery Warehouse, capacity .6,500
Hunt's " " ...3,000
Planters' "

12,500
It is believed that these warehouses were all

well filled, and that not more than four or five

hundred bales were saved from them all so
that 12,000 bales is a very moderate estimate
of the loss. This, at $61 25 per bale about
the present value of cotton would amount to
some $735,000 loss besides the value of tbe
warehouses themselves, which, however, is
comparatively inconsiderable. The Montgom
ery and Hunt's warehouses were attached to
the Shippers' Press, owned by Messrs. Cluis &
Magne the other belonging to the Planters'
Press. Tbe amount of insurance on the pro
perty we were unable to ascertain.

The Register, of the same date states:
From even the best informed it was impossi-

ble to gather the amount of loss involved, nor
on whom it will fall, accurately. But the loss
cannot be far short of a million of dollars
Such was the calculation of many practical
men last niebt. Yet, estimating it at $350,000
in the gross, we have it from a calm and expe
rienced calculator, that oi the amount lost
$250,000 are insured in Mobile. That of the
residue thirty per cent., or $180,000, are in
sured abroad and the balance, or $420,000,
will fall on the planters as uninsured.
